The  f^uestion  of  superannuating

This  resulted  in  an  estrange- 
ment between  him  and  his  former 
Hankow  Red  friends,  and  he  set  up 
a  rtva*  nationalist'  Oovemment  at 
Nanking.  Prom  Nanking  be  es- 
sayed to  fight  hts  way  north  and 
capture  Pekinp  He  got  quite  a  \va.\' 
on  the  journey,  but  when  he  came 
up  a4?ain."rt  fresh  and  dusclpUned 
Northern  troop.s  under  Chang  T.so 
Lin.  .Sun  Chuang  Pang  and  Chang 
Chung  Chang,  he  discovered  tliat 
his  worn-out  and  undisciplined  men 
were  of  little  aceoont.  Being  threat- 
ened by  the  Hankow  Reds  with  an 
Invasion  of  Nanking  (down  the 
river),  he  has  for  some  days  been 
trying  to  arrange  an  armistice  with 
the  North  on  the  pretext  that  as  he 
and  the  North  are  now  avowedl\ 
ant  I -Red.  thev  should  cease  fighiini; 
to  penult  of  hi.s  turning  round  and 
makirv^  for  Hankow  to  oust  the  Reds 
from  there  As  none  of  the  warring 
factions  lru£t  each  other,  there  Ls 
precious  little  chance  of  an  armis- 
tice. In  fact,  this  morning's  paper 
announces  the  recapture  of  Hsuchow 
by  the  Northerners,  and  as  that  is 
on  the  line  of  railway  to  Nanking, 
there  is  every  prospect  of  Chlanr 
Kai  Shek  Ijein^  driven  out  of  Nan- 
king by  the  NorlhcnuTs  whom  lie 
himself  drove  < nt  in  March.  Cou- 
pled with  the  t|:reiii  from  Hankow 
It  seems  to  me  Uiat  Ueueral  Oiviang 
Kai  Shek  wlP  shortly  be  numbered 
among  the  'also  ran,'  and  Shang- 
hai wlU  ones  agam  be  under  the 
Northerners,  who  will,  o(  oourse. 
themselves  be  threatened  with  the 
Reds  from  Hankow.  This  may  again 
bring  actual  warfare  to  our  doors,  as 
the  Nanldng  troops  must  fall  back 
on  Shanghai  ui  theu-  retreat.

'The  Nanking  Oovemment  has. 
in  the  short  time  they  have  been 
ruling  us.  Imposed  many  taxes  In 
defiance  of  treaties  and  the  protests 
of  the  treaty  powers  We  had  a 
21-2  per  cent  surtax  imposed  on  all 
imports  in  Januai-y  another  2  1-2 
per  cent  is  to  come  into  force  on 
August  1.  with  fifty  p<^r  cent  on 
cigarettes.  On  July  1  we  had  a  sur- 
tax of  (1  per  ton  on  coal  and  the 
same  on  tonnage  entering  the  port, 
aU  Illegal  under  the  treaties  and  all 
Intended  to  ralae  funds  for  the  fac- 
tion eenftroUlng  this  area  and  to  en- 
able them  to  continue  the  civil  war 
The  British  American  Tobaccc 
Company  ha.«i  several  factories  in 
Hankow  and  Shanghai  The  Han- 
kow place  wa.s  clased  months  a^o 
They  have  recently  made  wholesale 
di.smissaLs  In  ShaiiKhai.  and  I  hear 
they  have  this  morning  closed  their 
factories  here  rather  than  pay  the 
fifty  per  cent  illega'  tax.  As  they 
empkqr  thousands  of  hands  this  is 
vary  mrtiem.  The  Nanking  Oovem- 
ment  has  also  prohibited  the  export 
of  silver,  and  twenty  of  the  local 
foreign  banks  have  Issued  a  circular 
that  from  AuKU't  1  all  deliveries  of 
goods  are  to  t>e  paid  for  in  rash  and 
not.  a.s  from  time  immeiiuirial.  by 
native  bank  orders  The  prohibi- 
tion of  export  of  silver  at  Hankow 
caw.'sed  aJi  foreign  banks  to  close  en- 
tirely and  they  have  hAve  been 
closed  for  months  now.  The  sane 
thhig  is  likely  to  haiven  here  nest 
month  unless  the  embargo  Is  lifted. 
This  will  bring  the  trade  of  the  port

Jotted 
down  on  seraps  oC  paper  and  In  old 
scrlbbimg  books  some  of  his  -tan - 
pres.sions  and  memories  of  passing 
craft  His  father  sent  the.se  down 
to  (he  art  exhibition  at  the  Willows 
in  rcsfxjnse  to  a  letter  from  the  art 
director.  Mr.  R.  Boyd  MacOiU.  and 
here,  after  winning  several  prizes, 
the  little  pen-and>ink  drawings  and 
sketches  in  pencil  attracted  quite  a 
lot  of  Interest.

THK  LA  I  E  MR.  MARK  BATE 


In  the  Ivief  |>eriod  of  our  history  it  has  not  been 
given  to  many  inhabitants  of  Vancouver  Inland  to 
spend  seventy  years  of  their  life  here,  yet  this  was  the 
experience  of  the  late  Mr  Mark  Bate,  of  N^naimo. 
who  can  truly  l^e  described  as  one  of  the  oldest  of 
our  pioneers.  To  all  intents  and  purposes,  coming 
as  he  did  here  in  1857.  he  may  be  said  to  have  seen 
the  beginnings  of  Nanaimo.  and  that  he  was  recog 
niced  in  the  eariy  years  as  one  of  its  outstanding  citi- 
zens was  illustrated  hv  hi'^  ( hoice  as  Mayor  imme- 
diately following  Its  incorporation  as  a  municipality 
in  1874.  From  then  until  1880  he  enjoyed  the 
position  of  the  city's  first  nini.;i«f rat r.  no  one  believing 
thai  any  good  purpose  would  be  served  by  otieriiig 
him  opposition.  .Attb  in  1881,  in  1883  and  in 
1885  he  was  relied  to  that  (>osf.  and  from  the 
latter  year  until  1890  he  held  the  reins  of  office.  It 
IS  a  proud  record  of  citizens'  appreciatioo  of  the  per- 
sonal popularity  and  efictency  as  a  buiinest  man  of 
the  late  Mr.  Bate. 

A  public-spirited  citizen  in  every  way.  Mr.  Bate  s 
activities  Were  numerous,  \  t  despite  all  these,  he 
lived  to  the  ripe  old  age  of  ninety  years.  He  was 
full  of  vitality  always  and  maintained  his  interest  in 
current  affairs  to  the  end.  His  streiigth  of  purpose 
and  physical  well  being  led  him  to  underUke  a  jour- 
ney to  his  birthplace  in  Birmingham  a  few  months 
nv'o  and  while  there  he  was  overtaken  bv  drith  Mr 
Hate  was  one  of  the  most  widely  known  and  highly 
respected  cituens  of  the  Province  and  an  example  of 
the  fullness  of  years  which  may  be  attained  by  a 
Jean,  upright  lifr  in  this  rlimate  No  one  who  has 
been  oifaged  in  the  civic  hie  of  British  Columbia 
evat  attained  a  more  enduring  popalariiy.  "The  deep 
est  sympathy  of  British  Columbians  as  a  whole  will 
be  tendered  to  the  surviving  members  of  his  family.

at  the  nine  or  ten  hcrses  competing, 
walk  off  with  the  blue  ribbon  Thi.s 
case  Is  only  typical  of  the  general 
laxity  that  seemed  to  prevail.  The

Mr  Johnson  said  that  before  the 
days  of  Mof>r.s  there  had  been  an  at- 
tempt at  reRulatmp  liquor  and  ever 
since  that  time,  4.J00  years  ago.  wuse 
and  good  law  makers  had  been  con 
tinulng  thus  rITort 
trying  to  keep  people  free  from  thr 
evils  of  drink  without  outlawim; 
drink.  All  their  efXorta  bad  failed. 

The  United  SUtea  had  xMdied  the 
eone^ualoD  that  4JM  yence  wae  long 
enough  to  continue  a  faOure.  and 
had  conceived  the  idea  that  it  might 
be  wLie  to  get  rid  of  the  evils  of 
drink  by  RottinK  nd  of  drink 

It  could  not  be  said  that  the  Unit- 
ed Slate.'^  jumped  into  thi.s  art  with- 
out thought  or  a-s  the  re.sult  of  some 
emotional  movement.  For  onr  hun- 
dred years  they  had  been  working  on 
this  matter.  They  had  tried  high 
Uaeooe  and  low  licence,  and  every 
other  system.  Tliey  had  tried  put- 
ting chairs  in  tbe  drtnUng  ^noea 
and  taking  the  Chain  ont.  They 
had  tried  music  in  connection  with 
it.  and  had  tried  keeping  the  win- 
dows clean  ,so  that  people  miRht 
look  in,  and  keeping  the  windows 
hidden  so  they  could  not  'ook  in.
